"Wroten, James Reynolds and H«- 
man Fulkerson, For nearly an hour 
Dr. Shirley spoke interestingly un 
111.' siibje.t of Hookworm dIseaK. 
II.' said that until quite recently the 
dis.iiBt bad attracted hut little al- 
teiilioii, but since clOBe iiiv.'stitMtlori 
Into the cause of some ob.'^i ui.' eoii- 
dltioiis In afflicted persons had r..- 
vealed the presence of the worm 
lis an Intestinal parasite, the medi- 
cal profession had begun to sit up 
and take notice, as It were. Dr. Shir- 
ley said that hookworm would not 
flourish in sections where there was 
a sub-stratum of clay next the over- 
lying sand. Tbe worm would not 
live deprived of oxygen, and the. 
' la> lonlaiiied iiou.' uf this Ut&- 
giviug element. In some sections ot 
Kentucky hookworm disease wus 
very prevalent. He had foumd 
hundreds of cases In and near W16- 
Chester, this State, and further 
South, under the Inducing forces of 
heat and moisture essential condt- 
liona, the disease was almost epS* 
demic. Dr. Shirley spoke of soil - 
iHiIlutlon ua a fruitful causative fair- 
tor. The refuse of klUhens, ht>- 
iiau exireta. the overflow of coos- 
iiooIb. the drift of animals — all tlie-ie 
■ iiiiiKs are scattered over gardens 
and are walked over barefooted and 
!iii'nii;h the akin the worm In sonvc- 
way gets Into the system. Often the 
■'Vorm Itself, a very minute organ- 
ism with a thin book on Its tall, 
gets on what vegetables and fruits 
we eat raw, and In this manner U 
«eta into the Intestinal canal.When 
u ' rind other intestinal parasites, 
-ul Ur Shirley, we give our calo- 
iii.'l and li.inionine with, the hoped 
lor resultB. Hut the hook on the 
■^.iriii under discusalon fnatens Into 
Hi - canal and does not < i.'iu to 
lui'dicine. Tlie apeeifii.' ircalmeHt 
la simple and effectual, but this is 
not Interesting to the general reail- 
er. Emaciation, a condition of lou- 
tiuiied lasshiide and syniptons ol 
ulceration oi the bowels ninrk tlio 
progress of tin- dlaease, Dr, Sliirloy 
remarked that disease which perplex 
aid baffle liie attending phyalclans, 
when the trouble la marked by the 
.-.I nipioms mentioned, are nine times 
out of ton. cus.'s ol hookworm dis- 
ease. The doiior highly euloglsea

Wsy That Part of Vine Can Be 
PIsced In Water. 

A clever Freneh process by which 
vine growers In Krnnee are nhie to 
market fresh outdoor grapes all 
through Ihe winler Is thus di-w^rlhcd 
Hunt lies of the finest grapei. utien rlpi' 
In autumn are cut in such a way thai 
to each hunch u piece of the vine flvp 
or six inches long remains attached 
From tills iiiece the stems of tiic 
bunch iiaiin. .in arriiTii:ement viinllj 
necessary to the suc-cejs ul the oiiera 
tlnn. 

A large number of the widcmouth 
bottles, filled with water. Is ranged 
In a cellar and in the oiien end of 
each Is tnserled the pieces of vine 
stem, the bunches of grapes hanging 
outside. The grapes do not touch the 
water, hut are thus Mipplied < with 
moisture through the vine stem, wbtoh 
Is linniesiied In wster. Dy this process 
choice varieties of table grapes are 
kept In perfect condition for the 
whole wloter.
